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Arguments On 
Constitutionality 
Of Law Are Heard 
New Jersey Statute Is 


Supported By Six Other 
States At Hearing 


Washington, Nov. 25—(NC)— 
After listening for more than two 
hours: to debate on legal points, 
the United States Supreme Court 
for the first time in its history 
took under advisement a case on 
its merits involving the question 
of whether non-public school chil- 


lidren may use transportation facili- 


ties provided out of public funds. 
The case involves a statute en- 
acted in 1941 in New Jersey, which 
already has been upheld in the 
New Jersey courts. The statute 
was attacked by a New Jersey 
taxpayer, Arch R. Everson of 
Ewing Township, near Trenton, 
who contends the law amounts to 
the contribution of public funds 
in support of a religious establish- 
ment and consequently is in con- 
flict with the first amendment of 
the U. S. Constitution. 

This attack is contested by the 
Ewing Township School Board, 
whose counsel, William H. Speer of 
Newark, in his argument before 


that if States may provide text- 
books for use in public and non- 
public schools, as decided by the 
U.8. Supreme Court in 1930, they 
also may provide transportation 
facilities for non-public school 
pupils. 

Mr. Speer contended that the 

statute is a valid exercise of the 
police powers of the State, fa- 
cilitating compliance with the com- 
pulsory education laws and pro- 
moting the health, safety and wel- 
fare of the school children. He de- 
nied that the statute gives aid to a 
religious establishment.

On Apostolic Succession 


We have identified the Popes of the first 
century by the testimony of St. Ignatius 
of Antioch, who died in the year 107. We 
identified those of the second century by the 
writings of St. Irenaeus, Bishop of Lyons, 
who lists all the Popes from Peter until the 
‘end of the second century. We herewith 
give the list of the Popes who ruled during 
the first four centuries as used by St. Aug- 
ustine against the Donatists who, like many 
moderns, needed only one convincing argu- 
ment for the divine character of the Catho- 
lic religion, namely, its Apostolicity. If no 
Christian questions the authority of the 
Apostles, selected by Christ, then no Chris- 
tian may disregard the authority of legiti- 
mate successors of the Apostles. Even in 
tracing your family tree you go back over 
| direct descendants and would recognize no 
‘one as a part of that family who did not 
appear in the order of direct succession. 


In his Epistle LIII to Generosus Volume 
XXXVIII, page 481-482, St. Augustine 
writes as follows: 


“Holding, therefore, by these divine 
promises, should an angel from heaven ask 
you to quit the Christianity of the whole 
world and pass over to the Donatists, let 
him be anathema.

At the time of this Pope’s election an 
anti-Pope, named Eulalius, was chosen by 
the minor clergy. But Boniface was recog- 
nized even by the Emperor Honorius, 


This Pope excommunicated Nestorius and

Many great saints and scholars also lived 
in the fifth century among them St. John 
Chrysostom, who died in the year 407; St. 
Jerome, 420; St. Augustine, 431; St. Cyril, 
of Alemandria, 444; St. Patrick, (493) who 
was sent to Ireland as its Apostle by vig 
Celestine in the year 482; St. Vincent o 
Lerins (450), author of the famous for- 
mula by which it can be determined whether 
this or that is of divine faith, namely, 
“Care must especially be taken that that 
be held which was believed everywhere, 
always and by all’; St. Ursula and her 
companions, 458. St. Palladius, sent as 
apostle to the Scots, in 431. 


In religion, as in science, “what is true 
is not new.” 


Pelagius denied original sin, claiming 
that Adam’s sin was personal and hence 
not transmitted to his posterity. He also 
denied the need of grace. His heresy was 
condemned at the Council of Carthage im 
418. 

Priscillian taught the doctrine of a two- 
fold principle of the world, one good and 
the other bad. It developed into a sort of 
secret society. 


St. Patrick, who lived to an old age, had 
the satisfaction of seeing the entire nation, 
pagan on his arrival, converted to Christ. It 
is said that he consecrated as many as 350 
Bishops. 


The Third General Council was held at 
Ephesus (481) where Nestorianism was 
condemned. It denied the Incarnation and 
Mary’s right to the title “Mother of God.” 

Pope Celestine named St. Cyril the dele- 
gate of the Roman See, and commissioned 
him to summon Nestorius to correct his 
error within ten days. The Pope also wrote 
to the other Eastern bishops about the 
same matter. Nestorius appealed to the 
Emperor, and he issued the call for the 
General Council of Ephesus. The Pope 
yielded, and his delegate, Cyril, presided,

Chicago, Nov. 26.—-Counseling that the “responsibility 
for the peace of the world rests upon the stability of the 
American home,” His Eminence Francis Cardinal Spellman, 
Archbishop of New York told a dinner-meeting of more than 
500 building industry and housing professionals, here, that

“America must look homeward,” 
the Cardinal said, “for no nation 
that cannot solve a problem of its 
own people, a problem as primary 
and fundamental as housing, can 
demonstrate to other nations the 
logic of its democratic way of life 
or its right to leadership. If we 
cannot make democracy work at 
home, what chance then have we 
of demonstrating the superiority 
of democracy to others? Com- 
munism and its claquers, both at 
home and abroad, are busy selling 
the idea that the American way of 
life is decadent and defunct, and 
unless we, as a nation, can prove 
America is united and not a house 
divided against itself, we are 
doomed to decay, defeat and dis- 
aster!” 


The Cardinal speaking before 
the National Committee on Hous- 
ing, admonished that “too many 
Americans are unaware of another 
simple and fundamental fact—that 
prosperity in a democracy is the 
result of team-work—-team-work 
that invites voluntary subordina- 
tion of the interests of the indi- 
vidual players to the interest of 
the entire team, team-work that 
means giving in order to gain and 
not expecting to gain without 
giving.” 

“Today within our midst,” the 
New York prelate continued, 
“there are powerful groups, both 
conservative and radical, who must 
be ready to yield some of -their 


own special advantages for the | 


great cause of democracy and hu- 
manity, if this country, as we have 
known it, is to endure. Manage- 
ment and labor can team up and 
play ball in the typical, traditional 
American way or they can refuse 
to play ball and find America 
strangled without either a bat or 
ball with which to play. Then we 
shall deserve defeat and the scorn 
of the world.” 

Speaking especially on behalf of 
the “homeless veterans in their 
homeland,” Cardinal Spellman re- 
minded that only “fifteen months 
ago we thanked God for our vic- 
tory in arms won by our martyred 
dead, our soldiers’ blood, our coun- 
try’s tears” and added that now 
“neace is come and our boys are 
home, needing, wanting, expecting, 
deserving a real home,” the na- 
tion will fail them “unless all 
work and give, and realize that all 
must give to gain, and know that 
any man who gets more thar he 
gives puts a weight on the back 
of his neighbor.” 

“America wants but one leader, 
one master; the American people,” 
Cardinal Spellman asserted. “To 
maintain this ideal “leadership 
America’s people must return to 
the practice of the Golden Rule— 
each man humbly to live in love 
and service to God and to his 
neighbor.”

According to the appeal, about 
700 Students are in jail and “never 
in Slovak history did Slovak stu- 
dents suffer such difficult times as 
now.” Nothing is known about 
the fate of hundreds of students 
who were deported to Soviet Rus- 
sia after the Red Army occupied 
Slovakia early last year, the re- 
port asserts. Many others were 
imprisoned and suffered unspeak- 
able tortures. 

Other injustices listed in the ap- 
peal -are: (1) All Catholic stu- 
dents’ organizations have been dis- 
solved. (2) All Catholic boarding 
homes for students, many of them 
built with funds contributed by 
Slovak-Americans, have been con- 
fiscated. (3) Publications of Cath- 
olic students have been banned and 
(4) many Catholic university pro- 
fessors, among them international- 
ly known scholars, have been dis- 
missed although “many of them 
took no part im political life and 
devoted their lives solely to their 
professions.”

These comments “easily 
reveal the play of parties and cer- 
tain political speculations which, 
misrepresenting the Pope’s teach-

(3) By an “unmutilated Sacra- 
ment,” the Lutheran ministers 
would attack the practice of Cath- 
olics to distribute Holy Commun- 
ion under one form only. The 
Catholic Church has never de- 
clared that the Holy Eucharist 
should be distributed under one 
form only, and sanctions Com- 
munion under both forms in prac- 
tically all the churches of the 
Oriental Rite which are in union 
with Rome. The Church merely 
teaches that it is not necessary to 
receive under both forms if Christ 
is “whole and entire” under either 
form, which’ He must be if He is 
the living Christ. 

The Catholic Church teaches 
that Christ’s body and blood, soul 
and divinity, are present in the 
Holy Eucharist, because they must 


all be together to constitute a liv- 
ing Christ. In his first Epistle to 
the Corinthians (XI, 27) he writes: 
“Whoever eats this bread ‘or 
drinks the cup of the Lord un- 
worthily will be guilty of the body 
‘and’ the blood of the Lord.” That 
text was changed in some versions 
of the Bible in order to oppose 
Communion under one kind, but in 
later revisions the word “or” is 
restored. 


But we wonder how the Luther- 
ans can consistently hold that they 
can have a Sacrament “containing 
the body and blood of Christ.” 
Christ commissioned His Apostles 
at the Last Supper to do “in com- 
memoration” of Him what He had 
done, namely, to consecrate the 
elements of bread and wine into 
His body and blood and to serve

He called it 
La Presentation because that day 
was the feast of the Presentation 
of our Lady in the temple. 

The work accomplished by Fa- 
ther Picouet at La Present>tion *s 
an everlasting tribute to the 
Blessed Virgin. In the two years 
that followed, the families con- 
verted to Christianity and living 
at the mission increased from. only 
six to almost four hundred. When 
the French were defeated in 1760, 
the priest was withdrawn. For 
seventy years there was none.

Two or three days after the recent Army-Notre Dame football 
ay I received a letter from a reader of this department who resides 
n Arizona but who was then in New York City. The letter thanked 
me profusely for getting him two tickets for the Army-Notre Dame 
game, adding the information that they had been forwarded by air 
mail from his Arizona home and that they reached him in New York 
on the Saturday morning of thé game. He even went into il as ‘to 
their location, giving me the section number, the réw number and the 
number of the seats. 


Good Deed... 


The guy had me, I recalled his name and his original letter, 
written about two months ago, in which he said he had arranged 
his business affairs so that he would be in New York the weekend 
of Nov. 9 and would I get him two tickets for the Army game.

Hail St. Norbert... 


There was an item tucked away in the New York papers before 
I left that city after the recent Army game, and I read it with the 
greatest of interest because it told of the 19-7 victory of St. Norbert’s 
college, West De Pere, Wis., over the St. Ambrose college eleven of 
Davenport, Iowa, in what was St. Ambrose’s first homecoming defeat 
in 12 years. The victory left St. Norbert’s as one of the few unbeaten 
and untied teams in the country. . 


The game had considerable personal interest to me, too, as 
each team is coached by an old friend of mine—Tom Hearden at 
St. Norbert’s and Enio Arboit at St. Ambrose’s. On Ocf. 20, the 
St. Ambrose team had won a notable victory when it handed St. 
Joseph’s, Rensselaer; Ind., its first defeat in 28 games, or since 
before the war. St. Joseph’s gave up varsity competition during 
the war and just reinstated the sport during the past season. The 
score of that game was 14-7. 


The St.. Norbert team’s success was attributed in large part to 
the work of its line—which is the first place to look when a team is 
having a big year.

Now that the college football season is practically over, I 
wonder how much money the operators of those weekly pool tickets 
cleaned up in the past three months.

- “only” nine of them win, why, the big hearted gamblers will pay 
you $50 for each dollar you have put up. Nice of them, isn’t it, 
except for the fact that I have never heard of anyone picking nine 
winners out of 10, let alone the entire 10. Maybe someone has 
done it, of course, but not around South Bend, where I would hear 
about such things. 


One of the biggest “catches” in these pools is that you lose on a 
tie; the operator wins. When one of the more important games on 
any given day winds up in a tie, the operators win practically the 
whole kitty, as was the case in the Army-Notre Dame scoreless dead-

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Dr. Gurian Warns 
UN To Take Firm 


Stand With Russia 


Notre Dame, Ind., Nov. 27.—The 
United Nations were warned to 
take a firm stand against Soviet 
misuse of the UN organization for 
propaganda purposes by Dr. Wal- 
demar Gurian, noted authority on 
Russia, speaking here last night 
(Tuesday, Nov. 26) at a Current 
Political Problems Forum at the 
Iiniversity of Notre Dame. 

Dr. Gurian, who 1s Professor of 
Political Science and editor of 
The Review of Politics at Notre 
Dame, also warned that the great- 
est danger to the creation of 
eaceful relations with the Soviet 
Inion is “an over-simplified, senti- 
mental approach to the problem. 

“Sentimental talk about Soviet 
merits in World War If cannot re- 
place the necessity of taking Into 
consideration Soviet power politics, 
he added. “Only such firm policies 
can make the leaders of the So- 
viet Union understand that, by 
their stubborn and uncompromis- 
ing attitude, they harm their own 
interests and that they over-esti- 
mate today the power of the So- 
jet Union. 
The Soviet Union,” emphasized 
Dr. Gurian, “is no democracy in 
the American meaning, but a _to- 
talitarian state without individual 
liberties and ruled by the leaders 
of the Communist party. It must 
also be realized that the Soviet 
Union has resumed expansionist 
policies of the Czarist regime, 
which she hides behind demands 
of security and fears of aggression 
by other powers. Finally, the So- 
viet attitude after World War II 
rroves that the Soviet leaders put 

eir hopes on political and social 

rest outside of Russia. They 

, to postpone peace treaties and 

rmalization, hoping that unrest, 

illfully increased and exploited 
by the various Communist parties, 
will work for the Soviet Union.” 

“Continued appeasement would 
only result in further Russian de- 
mands and would make an under- 
standing with Russia impossible. 
Social reforms and policies, as ad- 
vocated by Pope Pius XII and 
leaders of various Christian and re- 
ligious groups, must prove that 
communistic totalitarianism is not 
the solution of the social and eco- 
nomic issues of our time.”

Like 
your own, it is destined for bliss 
eternal in God’s everlasting 
home. But at present its pos- 
sessor has either not been 
started on the road to Heaven or 
has strayed away from that 
road. Whether he is traveling 
along the wrong route uncon- 
sciously or wilfully, do you, who 
pretend to love him, feel justi- 
fied in not warning or advising 
him? Do you act on the theory 
that only the clergyman is ex- 


pected to “talk religion” te 
others? 
You meet frequently with 


others and converse about every- 
thing else, but, as by a concert- 
ed understanding, the discussion 
of religion is tabooed. It is of 
such as you that the inspired 
writer thought when he wrote: 
“I wish thou wert cold or hot, 
but because thou art luke-warm 
behold I shall begin to vomit 
thee out of my mouth.” It is 
such as you that Jesus had in 
mind when He declared “He 
that will deny Me before men, I 
shall deny him before My Fa- 
ther Who is in Heaven.” Indif- 
ference towards the 
welfare of others is inexcusable 
in one who possesses the truth; 
it is certainly unworthy of one, 
to whom God has been so good. 

Arouse yourselves from your 
deep sleep and pursue spiritual 
things for your own good with 
even greater interest than you 
pursue temporal things. Follow 
the advice of your confessor, the 
directions you receive from the 
pulpit, the admonitions proffered 
by the Catholic press. 

Join others in an effort to 
bring a knowledge of your faith 
to some of the 100,000,000 Ame- 
ricans who would embrace it if 
it were properly presented to 
them, and who would feel ever- 
lastingly indebted to you for the 
service rendered. 

Take an interest in reclaim- 
ing Catholics who have given up 
the practice of their faith.

Advice To 
Scribblers 


When I think of all the yous 
Catholic men and women, boys an 
girls, who would like to become 
amateur or professional writers, 
there runs through my dim brain 
the old joke about the man with 
the baggy knees in his pants. 

It -seems that the unpressed 
gentleman stood on the corner pa- 
tiently awaiting the public vehicle 
when a lady stopped a few steps 
from him, and started to stare. 
After a few minutes the man with 
the bulging jeans began to feel 
uncomfortable. “Lady,” he _ said, 
“what are you standing there and 
staring at?” “I don’t mean any 
harm,” said the lady, “I’m just 
waiting to see you jump.” 

Now the vague intentions that 
most young people have toward 
literary careers have about the 
same relations to writing as baggy 
knees have to jumping. There is 
only one way to get writing done 
—and that is by writing. And 
many of us who would like to be 
writers don’t care much about 
writing. Which paradox suggests 
what a certain New Yorker told 
me about Greenwich Village, I be- 
lieve. “The people here are those 
who think of themselves as artists 
but produce nothing. The real 
artists think of themselves as busi- 
ness men and work elsewhere 
where there is less distraction.” 

If you want to become a writer 
—and the Catholic Church in 
America needs writers—then sit 
down with a stack of paper and 
start to write. Get all the educa- 
tion you can, of course, but don’t 
let education dry you up as it 
sometimes has done and certainly 
may do again. 

Be more concerned, too, that 
your stack of manuscript shall 
grow rather than your hair. Don’t 
pose as an author until you have 
seen your name in actual print. 
Don’t pose then. And don’t expect
